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The humble beginnings of Fire Station No. 2 


The history of Fire Station No. i 
is the second of all five stations 
within the Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Fire Department that will be 
featuredin the Niagara Advance 
as part of Firefighter Appreciation 
Month and the200th anniversary 
of the volunteer department.

The local fire department was 
"very unorganized" when it started 
but has grown into an exceptional 
organization, says Richard Wood¬ 
ruff, retired district chief for Station 
No. 2 (Dt. Davids). 

The first fire chief was a black¬ 
smith named George Black. 

Its first piece of fleet was an 
open-cab 1932 Ford pickup com¬ 
plete with a small ladder and 

housed in a barn owned by Doc¬ 
tor Duggan on Four Mile Creek 
Road in St.Davids. 

Prior to the Second World War, 


pump was added. Manpower was 
minimal but when needed, it was 
drawn from Queenston Quarries 
and Canadian Canners. 

“I'm told it cost 50 cents to belong 
and members had to provide their 
own protective equipment,” Wood¬ 
ruff recendy told the Advance. 

It wasn’tuntil 1941 that an organ¬ 
ized department was started by the 
Township of Niagara, housed in a 
new fire hall at the corner of York 
Road and Four Mile Creek Road. 

The first fire chief was Joe Par¬ 
nell, who was also the local truant 

The '32 Ford and three pump¬ 
ers, along with 500 gallons of water, 
were housed at the station. 

“It is interesting to note that 
many members came from all 

ship and if a fire started on 
East West line north of Virgil, 
the truck from St David's would 
head to the four corners of Vir¬ 
gil and pick up the firemen there 
and proceed to the incident,” 


explained Woodruff. 


The flrehall had a large siren on 
the roof and would cycle for three 

service. 

In 1947-48, the Queenston mem¬ 
bers branched off when the Town- 

lage. This also happened in 1950- 
51 when the Township housed a 
pump in the village of Virgil. 

A new modern fire hall was built 
in St. David's in 1984 on Warner 
Road and houses all state-of-the- 
art firefighting equipment. 

"Today’s local firefighters are a 
highly trained lot, not only in fire¬ 
fighting, but also in auto extrication, 
high angle rescue, and a increas¬ 
ing number of medical assistance 
calls,” said Woodruff. 

Next week, the Advance will fea¬ 
ture the history of station no. 3 in 
Virgil.

The Niagara-on-the- 
Lake Public Library is set to 
receive an interior overhaul - 
the first time any major work 
has taken place at the facility 
since it opened in 2000. 

The library will close on 
Dec. 3 to prepare for con¬ 
struction, which is scheduled 
to begin in early 2017. 

Accessibility upgrades,

A community fundraising 
initiative is underway - with 
a goal of $250,000.
